CALIFORNIA TAX 

SYSTEM TAKEN 

AS MODEL BY 
THE U: S. 


California's tax system has been 


| selected as a sort of model, and fa- 


vorably commented upon by Joseph 
E. Davies, commissioner of ccerpora- 
tions for the Department of Com- 
merce, in a report made public im 


| Washington. 


Davies points out that in Califor 
nia, alone of all the states, the cor- 
porations pay 76 per cent of the taxes 
for the support of the state govern- 
ment, which wag’ $11,000,000 out of 
the total tax of $14,863,000 in 1912. 
Only in Pennsylvania and New York 
was the amount of the corporation’s 
share of the state tax largert 
Davies also comments on the ex 
emption in this state of mortgages, 
from taxation.
